It is knovm tliat the govern- 
ment would like to put the plan, 
in operation by the next acade- 
mic year, but the Throne Speech 
stressed that the plan would be 
introduced "only after consulta- 
tion with the provtoces"; 

It is tbos likefy that the plan 
wilt be discussed at the Federal- 
Fovindal conference to be held at 
Quebec City at the end of March. 

The Uiree studient lenders ap- 
proved the general idea of in- 
creased aid to university- stu- 
dents» but (uggssted that the 



constitutional way would be for 
the federal government to turn 
over certain areas of taxation to 
the provinces "so that they can 
carry out their responsibilities 
toward education". 



The blaze started around 11:20 
am in the northern portion of the 
building's foundation. It spread 
quickly, eneulflng the entire 
'basement' of the structure with- 
in mhiutes. 

Workers, noticing thick clouds 
of smoke billowing from all open- 
ings, promptly called the fire de- 
partment, which soon had two 
streams focussed on the flames. 
The blaze was completely under 
control within two hours. 

Though the cause of the lire Is 
yet to be determined, pending 
thorough examination, several 
construction workers felt that a 
spark from an acetylene torch 
might have easily set it off. A 
member of the fire department 
supported thb opinion, saying 
that this was often the cause of 
similar fires in buildings under 
construction. 
Operator trapped 

The most dangerous episode of 
yesterday's outbreak occurred 
when woricers realized that an 
operator was trapped in the con- 
trol booth of the 103-faot-high 
construction boom. Previously, 
policemen had cordoned off the 
site for fear that the heat from 
the flames would cause the sup- 
porting girders to buckle and the 
tower would collapse. 

Now there was the added pos- 
sibility of the man in the crane, 
identified as René Tremblay, suf- 
focating from the heavy smoke 
surrounding his cabin. Firemen 
reduced the number of water 
streams to prevent this from hap- 
pening. . ' 

Tremblay crawled across the 
bar of the construction boom 
where the firemen attempted to 
throw an extension ladder up to 
the top of the boom so that he 
could descend. However the lad- 
der was too short to reach the 
top and so Tremblay lowered 
himself with a rope. Propelled 
by both the wind and his own 
motion, he was able to swing 
himself to the extension ladder 
where several firemen aided him 
in his descent

The three candidates for President of the Students^ So- 
ciety, Joel Bell, Tim Brodhcad, and Saecd Mîrza will hold a 
friendly discussion today at 1 pm in Room 204 ol the Kew 
Engineering Building, A question and answer period will follow. 

All students are cordially invited to attend. 
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Is 6 months in school enough? 

Now that the greatest physical expansion 
In McGill's history Is well uncJerway, many 
members of the faculty have focussed their 
attention on the weaknesses In her academic 
structure. These Individuals realize that ex- 
pansion should encompass several levels con- 
currently, that any overhaul of lasting value 
will go beyond the renovation of old build- 
ings and construction of new. They bélîeve 
that it must include a complete re-evaluation 
of the very premises upon which McGill's 
approach to higher education has been based. 

There are three distinct areas whicbfslwuld 
be considered if the future of this university 
is to live up to its potential. The first is the 
actual physical plant. Here our impressive 



progress can be readily seen. The second, 
and very complex question is that of the 
expansion of the faculty. At this time, when 
competitioh0o^capable men is extremely 
intensive, progress is less, easily made and 
less obvious. However, it is clear that great 
effort will be exerted to find additional 
competent men for McGill. 

Thirdly, the overhaul and expansion of this 
university must extend to its actual academic 
structure and particularly, to the academic 
calendar itself. 

The present school year ..at McGill is clearly 
too short. The average stiJiclent begins classes 
in the third week of September. Lectures 
stop April 10th. Subtracting the Christmas 
break and assorted one day' holidays, the 
effective academic year is reduced to ap«. 



proximately 25 weeks; a four year B.A. 
program, seen in this light, entails less than 
two years in classes. 

Admittedly, it would be unfair to attribute 
all our failings to the short school year. Four 
hundred studetits in a huge lecture hall for 
10 months would learn'little more than they 
do in. six. The danger of anonymity might 
be mitigated if stiidents spent more time 
together; it would not disappear. Nevertheless 
the high pressure rush which the present 
program necessarily involves cannot help but 
have undesirable effects. The student who is 
determined to read qlljhis assignments, and 
think about them,, mtisf^esign himself to a 
year devoid of relaxation or social activity 
of any kind, a resignation which few exhibit 
and which does not really benefit those who 
do. 

Many universities in the United States and 
elsewhere are moving rapidly toward a 
twelve month academic calendar. Almost 
every American university has, at present, a 
much longer year than ours, thereby allowing 
for longer mid-term breaks and a more 
relaxed, more efficient approach to studies. 

Undoubtedly an extension of major pro- 
portions to the present 6 month program, 
could not be implemented without facing and 
overcoming many difficulties. Nevertheless, 
we believe that some step in this direction 
would be of lasting benefit to all concerned, 
administrators, faculty and students.

on the crest of McGill University. 
I have more than a bowing ac- 
quaintance with the citizens of 
Birdistan, but I have never been 
able to identify them. Are they 
popinjays or magpies; jays or 
starlings; jackdaws or mocking 
birds? None of them. They are 
non-descripts. 

What is the symbolism in the 
crest of McGill University? Ap- 
parently nonet It so, then the 
University should discard it' and 
adopt an eipblem more worthy 
of its fame and prestige. The new 
emblem should be something 
dynamic though preferably in- 
animate. Since McGill is a pioneer 
university In space exploration, 
it should adopt some emblem 
like a five-masted sailing vessel 
pioneering like Columbus in un- 
known dimensions. The blue 
streaks of lightning as emblematic 
of power that comes from knowl- 
edge or the sun-disk diffusing the 
light of knowledge are other eni- 
blems worth considering. Even 
the Byzantine eagle or the head 
of a wolf would be more meaning- 
ful than, the three birds em- 
blazoned on the University flag.

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Controversy continues 
over Quartier Latin 

Le Quartier Latin, the undergraduate newspaper of the 
Univeriily of Montreal, continues to be put out by on "équipe 
intérimaire" of staffers who resigned last week in protest over 
a Council "vote de blâme". 



Contest to be held 
in public-speaking;

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The équipe has signified its In- 
iention of leaving the paper after 
Thursday's issue. 

The executive of AGEUM (As- 
sociation Générale des Etudiants 
de l'Université de Montréal) has 
denied reporta that students are 
"not too happy" about the resig- 
nations. 

"AGEUM is an essentially de- 
mocratic body", Secretary Louis 
Côté said, "composed of repre- 
sentatives of all faculties". 

Côté expressed regret about 
the resignations, but said that 
AGEUM had the duty to disap- 
prove of the editorial , criticizing 
U of M Hector Monseigneur Ire- 
néo Lussier for alleged conflict 
of duties in regard to a textbook 
monopoly, for its "clearly in- 
acceptable tone". 

A University committee came 
to the conclusion that the edi- 
torial was "injurious and serious- 
ly damaging to the reputation of 



the Rector and thus prejudicial 
to tlic University". 

It saw the offence as serious 
enough to warrant expulsion of 
Director Guy Bertrand and edi- 
torialist Emmanuel Garoh. 

The Committee recommended 
(hat AGEUM set up Its own sys- 
tem of' self-dlsclpllne -and that 
Bertrand and Garbn be delivered 
"severe reprimands" for their 
action. 

The entire staff of the Quartier 
Latin in a signed statement re- 
affirmed their "total solidarity 
regarding the legitimate reaction 
of the directors (Bertrand and 
Michel Beaulieu), our moral and 
actual support of their action, 
and that In present circumstances 
we cannot continue to work on 
the Quartier Latin",
